A contract having been agreed 
upon, construction will be started 
immediately on the new Service 
building of the Pennsylvania Power 
company according to an announce­ 
ment this morning by L. B. Round 
vice president and general manager 
of the company. 
The building, a huge two-story 
brick and steel structure, will be 
erected 
on 
the 
former 
Rosena 
furnace site on South Jefferson 
street, which was purchased several 
years ago for this purpose. Upon its 
completion, the building will house 
all operating departments of the 
company, w'hich are now scattered 
in several buildings in various sec­ 
tions of the city. 


The amount of the contract was 
not disclosed. It is understood, how­ 
ever, that land, building and equip­ 
ment will represent an investment 
of well over $200,000. 
The building wiU face on South 
Jefferson street. 323 feet and ex­ 
tend 135 feet on Croton avenue ex- j 
tension, which crosses the Rosena , 
site. A storage yard for poles, trans- j 
formers and other large materials 
WiU be located in the rear. Railroad 
sidings will permit unloading either 
into the storeroom or the storage 
yard. 
Wherever possible, local products 
will be used in the construction, and 
local labor will be employed. The 
building is expected to be ready for 
occupancy about October 1.

TO BE ABSORBED 


Is Injured

NANKING, March 30.—While 
Japanese gendarmes and troops 
guarded the city, the new ‘‘all 
China” government of Premier 
Wang Ching-Wei was inaugu­ 
rated at Nanking today. 
The inauguration ceremonies went 
off without any serious 
incident. 
Only 24 hours earlier Chinese op­ 
ponents of the new Jepanese pup­ 
pet regime were blamed for the de­ 
railing of a locomotive and three 
coaches of a train carrying Wang 
Ching-W ei governm ent officials and 
foreign correspondents to the inaug­ 
ural scene. 
The incident occurred 
within sight of Nanking's walls. 
To Absorb Puppet Regime 
Under the new regime all smaller 
puppet 
governments 
in 
eastern 
China will be absorbed by the pre­ 
m ier’s government and will be dedi­ 
cated to the building of Japan s “new 
order in east Asia”. 
(Shanghai and other large Jap a­ 
nese-held China cities 
also 
were 
guarded heavily 
as a precaution 
against widespread nationalist out­ 
breaks flaring in protest against the 
establishm ent of the W ang Ching- 
Wei reign. 
(In Chungking, capital of the n a ­ 
tionalist government of G eneralis­ 
simo Chiang K ai-Shek, mass dem ­ 
onstrations were held denouncing 
the new prem ier as a “traito r“.)

W orn but unbroken after a night 
of grilling by police, the state’s 
chief suspect in the sex-slaying of 
Rachel H. Taylor, 17-year-old Penn­ 
sylvania State College 
freshm an, 
was transferred again for further 
questioning today. 
Nagle P. Young, 35-year-old State 
College heating contractor held for 
questioning following his arrest in 
Philadelphia, was moved from the 
Centre county prison to the Penn­ 
sylvania Motor Police barracks at 
Rockview. 
Despite the rigid police secrecy, 
reporters m anaged to enter the jail 
as Young was taken out to a w ait­ 
ing car.* One newspaperm an asked 
if he had any statem ent. 
Young, tieless and haggard, flung 
his overcoat over his head 
and 
passed through the rain to the po­ 
lice car. He mumbled something 
but made no intelligible reply. 
Jail officials said th at Young, a 
quiet, well-regarded bachelor, had 
refused breaklast. 
He was smoking 
a cigarette when hustled out by 
the police. 
Held Incommunicado 
Regardless of how long the troop­ 
ers plan to hold Young without fil­ 
ing formal charges. Private lames 
G riffith made it clear th at in the 
interim he would be held incom­ 
municado. 
“W e’re not going to let him get 
a lawyer until we’re ready.” said 
G riffith, when asked if the suspect 
had requested counsel or would be 
perm itted an attorney. 
G riffith also contended that there 
was nothing in Pennsylvania law to 
prevent the police from detaining 
Young for at least 72 hours without 
formal arrest. There was a distinct 
difference of opinion on this with 
other authorities however.

Near Shiloh church, another four 
miles from the Lemont school, police

It was in this vicinity that they 
searched for a screwdriver, belie; cd 
to have been used by the m urderer 
in stabbing the girl.

The contractor’s landlady told re ­ 
porters Young said th a t he was 
going to Philadelphia to obtain sev­ 
eral oil burners. She had talked 
with him until 12:30 a. m., before 
she retired, on the night the shy 
young freshm an was slain, she re­ 
called. 
A fter th at he was in the house 
all night as far as I know,” the 
landlady, Mrs. Bond Brungard, s ta t­ 
ed. 
Mrs. Brungard said Young re­ 
mained in the borough until 6 p.

MEXICO TAKES US FOR ANOTHER RIDE 
The Mexican government, having gotten away writh the seizure 
of millions bf dollars' worth of foreign-owned oil properties—including 
many belonging to American companies—now has grabbed 1.500 000 acres 
of land, for decades in the undisputed possession of three United States 


concerns. 
The land, wild and unproductive when the American companies 
first bought it, has stirred confiscatory impulses in the Mexican govern­ 
ment because, developed by the American industrialists, it now yields 
large quantities of chicle, base of chewing gum. 
In the case of the oil seizures Mexico is committed, by agreement, 
to partial reparation at a too indefinite time. 
But the Cardenas regime 
took good care, in snapping up the chicle territory, to burn all the legal 


bridges it could to avoid payment. 
This was done by the simple expedient of claiming a flaw in the 


original land grant thirty-five years ago. 
The trouble is that our State Department, although expressing 
mild displeasure over the oil property expropriations, has not shown a 
sufficiently firm attitude, suggests the Philadelphia Inquirer, to compel the 
respect of the Mexican government. 
Washington should stand up for

On several occasions in this col­ 
umn I have proposed a corrective 
p» ogram for the child who plays sick 
in order to stay home from school. 
I have advised that if the child says 
he is sick, you should take his tem­ 
perature and call the doctor if he 
has a fever; that if his temperature 
is normal, yon should still take the 
youngster at his word, put him to 
bed and make him remain there all 
day. with not too much attention or 
good food. 
I shall continue to give this ad­ 
vice. 
But questions from mv class 
at the university recently and from 
& service club I addressed not long 
ago have prompted me to add some­ 
thing. I want to urge the parent to 
try to find out why the child wants 
to escape school, and then remove 
the cause, if possible 
The child may dislike the teacher. 
He may be failing in one or more 
studies; learning at school may be 
hard for him and he may have had 
humiliating experiences over it. He 
may have had unhappy experiences 
with other children. 
More likely 
than not. it is a bully he fears. 
In case it is the teacher, he prob­ 
ably has told you about it. 
If you 
hurry oft in a rage to see this learn­ 
er. abuse her to the child or show 
emotions in any other way over the 
matter, you will make things worse. 
Pray first for poise, self-control and 
wisdom. 
There may be traits about 
that teacher you can't change in 
‘pite of all the tact, patience and 
wisdom you can exercise. 
Then, 
unless your child can be sent to 
another 
school, 
which 
probably 
wouldn't be wise, you will want to 
help the child adapt himself to this 
teacher. 
If your child’s feelings have Ivon 
hurt by one or several other chil­ 
dren at school, the trouble soon mav 
disappear and be forgotten, 
Never­ 
theless. it may suggest to you the j 
need of helping your child find more 
satisfaction in mingling with other 
children at home. To this end you 
will need to 
discover 
ways 
and 
means, during the coming weeks 
and months, to set the stage and to 
motivate your child to gain more 
play skills and spend more time a f 
fun with other children of his own 
age. 
If it is fear of one or more bullies, 
the problem may be very big indeed 
Sometimes several of these bullies 
will gang up against a boy, making 
his life miserable, especially on the 
way from school. 
In this event a 
conference with the teacher might 
be desirable. Occasionally the teach­ 
er will hold the chronic bullies at 
school until the ‘«•malier, weaker ard 
more timid ehidren 
have 
arrived 
home. While this mav work we1! at 
times, the bully will often ‘ get even 
with your child and 
you 
In 
the 
neighborhood 
Try to gpf into the good graces of 
the bully. Working with the school, 
you might discover wavs of helping 
the fully find satisfaction through 
w’holesome outlets. 
You might help your child through 
boxing lessons, so he may be more 
ready to defend himself when a t­ 
tacked 
Even though he might not 
have the strength and courage to 
withstand the^e bullies, he might 
gradually gain the forthude for self- 
defense against other bullies later.

MIGHTIEST OF BOMBERS 
Some time this year the United States Army expects to be in 
possession of a 70-ton bombing plane with 210-foot wing spread, capable 
of a 6,000-mile range—the equivalent of a trip to Europe and return— 
and able to carry 28 tons of explosives. 
For two years the plans have 


been worked out in secret. 
This mightiest of all known vessels of the air, now being complet­ 
ed in California, is three times the weight of the Armys bigge*st planes 
that have frequently visited South America. 
No bombing plane of any­ 
thing like its cruising radius has thus far been employed by belligerent 
nations in Europe. 
Most of the German bombers, for example, are be­ 
lieved to be able to travel only about 600 miles weighted down by dead­ 
ly cargo, and then return to their home bases. 
There is no intimation on the part of U. S. Army authorities of 
intent to build many of these huge planes. 
This one is largely for ex­ 
perimental purposes. 
Its cost to the taxpayers is roughly $1,000,000 and 
it is expected to maintain an average sp^ed of 200 miles per hour. 
It 
is clearly an offensive rather than a defensive w*eapon, coming into 
existence at a time when American sentiment is strongly set toward 
peace. 
Whether it will give rise to ultimate construction of planes of 
equal size by other nations Is problematical. 
If so, it is almost cer­ 
tain that their development will have to wait until after the termination 


of the present w?ar. 
Meanwhile, the Allies are doing their utmost to augment their 
air fleets by purchase of late model airplanes. 
Washington has de­ 
cided to let them have from 500 to 600 of the latest and fastest models 
now in production for the U. S. 
This has aroused protest from the 
isolationist bloc in congress. It represents a distinct shift of policy, which 
the administration justifies on the ground that it will result in a high­ 
ly desirable increase in airplane production here.

George W. Johnson Pioneer­ 
ed Way In Limestone 
Producing In County 


SEVERAL PLANTS 
ARE KEPT BUSY 


Mother Nature shocked a plentiful 
larder for those of u.s who were set 
down in Lawrence County. Coal and 
limestone and sandstone oil and gas 
and fire clay, all of them she tucked 
away for us as the world \*as form­ 
ing and now millions of years later 
they represent the basis of employ­ 
ment for many. 
There was a time when the three 
*-sentíais for steel came out of the 
ground locally, ore, coal, and lime­ 
stone. Had the ore been as high a 
grade and as plentiful as the lime­ 
stone, production costs would have 
been low. The ore was kidney ore 
and inferior in quality to the ores 
brought down from Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. 
Johnson Leads 
George W. Johnson was one of 
the early pioneers who saw the 
possibilities in limestone. Not only 
for steel but for many other pur­ 
poses. About 
1886 he purchased 
many holdings in the western part 
of the county, organized the G. W. 
Johnson Limestone Company and 
some years later sold his holdings 
to the Carnegie Steel Company. In 
1934 the parent company consoli­ 
dated several limestone companies 
into the Pittsburgh Limestone Com­ 
pany with the operating offices in 
the Johnson Building, New Cattle. 
H. L. Gordon is the assistant gen­ 
eral manager of the company and 
is in charge of the operations of the 
company. Harry W. McKee is the 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Hillsville 
quarry. About 225 men are used in 
the process of taking out the raw- 
stone and converting it into sized 
stone for blast furnaces, road stone 
of many sizes, agricultural lime­ 
stone, and limestone for cement. The 
rated capacity of the company is 
1.250,000 gross tons per year which 
gives you a rough idea of how much 
stone has been quarried out around 
Hillsville since 1886. 
In addition to the Pittsburgh 
Limestone Company there are other 
companies. The Carbon Limestone 
Company employs approximately 200 
men and ships stone within a radius 
of 100 miles of Lawrence County. 
The president is F. O. Earnshaw 
and the superintendent V. F- Mas­ 
son.

Another plant somewhat similar 
to the Conn plant is the Forney 
Welding Shop located at 245 West 
Grant street. It was founded in 1916 
by J. H. Forney and in 1937 his son 
Russell was taken into the business 


j and the company is known as For­ 
ney’s. 
| 
Small jobs or large jobs are all the 
same to Forney’s. They do special 
maintenance work for much of the 
local industrial field, besides gen­ 
eral welding and machine work. 
Sixty per cent of their work comes 
from outside New Castle within a 
radius of 200 miles. Each year has 
seen an enlargement of the plant 
and today it employes 15 men. The 
company designs and builds special 
machinery, metallizing or spraying 
of molten metal, rebuilds machinery 
and the field for their services is 
constantly expanding. 
The Associated Box Company is a 
plant that has been in New Castle 
since 1902. Knock down boxes are 
manufactured and shipped all over 
the United States. In a year’s time 
the plant makes as high as 2,100,000 
boxes and uses 1800 kegs of nails in 
the operation. The president of the 
company is Thomas Monroe and the 
local plant manager is £• L. Miller.

Lake Erie Company 
Nearby is th? Lake Erie Lime­ 
stone Company which was organized 
in 1895 and is operated by Paul 
Durbin as superintendent. About 
100 men are employed. 
The Union limestone Company 
employs 65 men and is headed by 
William Andrews as president and 
S. W. Raub as superintendent. Union 
turns most of its stone into blast­ 
furnace use but it does produce road 
stone also. Much stone from th? 
Union quarries has gone into high­ 
ways which criss cross Pennsylvania. 
Other companies reduce the lime­ 
stone to such products as lime, 
quick lime, concrete aggregate and 
the like. Among them is the Rose 
Point Lime

Stone Company 
which operates near Rose Point. 
Founded in 1910 it is headed by John 
Norris as president and O. D. Stickle 
as superintendent.

within a week. Forsythia is most as Sow seed in May, transplant seed- 
desirable. 
The flowers are larger 
than those of the Cornelian-chenv 
but take longer to appear and wilt 
sooner. 
Other promising subjects for forc­ 
ing are pear, crabapple, sycamore 
barberry, silverbell, and Japanese 
quince. 
All that is needed to force the 
strays is a jar of water, ordinal > 
room temperature, and a little sun­ 
light. Quicker results usually may 
be obtained if the entire branch is 
soaked in warm water for 10 to 15 
minutes when first brought into the 
house. 
Select branches well supplied with 
buds. Form is another important 
consideration. The branches may 
be of any size, however, from smau 
twigs to 6-foot sprays. 


TRANSPLANT VEGETABLE 
SEEDLINGS WHEN 
YOUNG 
Vegetable seedlings usually are 
transplanted when I 12 to 2 inches 
tall. * Since the seed is sown thickly, 
it is necessary to transplant the 
seedlings while very young or the*' 
will become spindling and undesir­ 
able. 
Cabbage, broccoli, lettuce, cauli­ 
flower, and kohlrabi usually are set 
1% by 1*3 inches apart in 2S or 
3-inch deep flats. This is the oniy 
transplanting they receive, except 
setting in the field. Onion are not 
transplanted at all until the field 
setting. 
Tomatoes, peppers and eggplants 
usually are set 2 by 2 inches apart. 
If choice 
plants 
are 
desired, a 
second transplanting to other flats, 
pots, or veneer bands Is desirable. 
Excessive heat, overwatering, and 
crowding result in slender, spindly 
undesirable 
plants. 
Good 
plants 
grow' slowly, are dark green, and are 
short and stocky. Moderate temper­ 
ature and judicious watering and 
ventilation produce stocky plants. 
W ater during the forenoon on 
sunny days; this permits the soil to 
become warm during the day and 
gives the plants a chance to dry off. 
Plants seldom need watering on 
cloudy days. When watering, do it 
thoroughly 
so 
th at 
the 
water 
reaches the bottom of the flat. 
Do not sprinkle. 
Frequent light 
watering is conductive to damping 
off. 
Ventilation can be controlled best 
In greenhouses. 
Hotbeds and cold- 
frames are more difficult to venti­ 
late, especially during cold- cloudy 
periods. Excessive condensation on 
the glass stimulates damping off 
and plants are often lost. In green­ 
houses often 
it is advisable on 
cloudy days to do a little more fir­ 
ing and ventilate slightly to reduce 
humidity. Always ventilate green­ 
houses and hotbed or coldframes on 
sunny days. 
Never guess at temperature. In ­ 
expensive thermometers are essenti­ 
al 
in greenhouses, hotbeds, 
and 
coldframes. 


GREENS MAKE WELCOME 
ADDITION TO GARDEN 
In making garden plans for 1940, 
why not increase the variety of 
vegetables by using some of the 
fine salads and greens which are 
found 
lacking 
in most gardens. 
They do not take up much space 
because 
large quanities 
are 
not 
needed 
WUd greens, such as dandelion, 
sorrel, and young poke shoots are 
used early in the spring. These may 
be followed by early garden greens 
such as spinach seeded as soon as 
the ground can be prepared. Most 
failures with spinach are caused by 
too late seeding which results in 
sending up sfed stalk and a bitter 
flavor is acquired from hot weathei.

tember and October. 
Chinese or 
celery cabbage, endive, and dwarf 
Scotch kale are seeded in July. Do 
not transplant the seedlings but 
thin these crops to one foot between 
plants. These crops do best on fer­ 
tile soil and require sufficient mois­ 
ture to reach good size. 
Celery is planted in June and fall 
lettuce and spinach are seeded in 
late July or early August. 
These vegetables will give a fine 
variety covering the entire growing 
season. Cultural directions usually 
are given on the packet or described 
in seed catalogs. 


SHRINKAGE FACTS ON 
MEN’S SHIRTS 
When a man can’t button his 
collar after his shirt has been wash­ 
ed, the chances are that whoever 
bought the shirt wasn’t thinkin& 
of shrinkage. 
A poor-quality shirt is seldom 
pre-shrunk, and no allowance is 
made for shrinkage. 
After it is laundered, the collar 
may be tight or the sleeves too 
short. 
Some 
of 
the 
poor-grade 
covert and cambray shirts shrink as 
much as 10 per cent in one direc­ 
tion. 
Shrinkeage cannot be judged by 
looking at a shirt fabric. You need 
to look for facts on labels, says 
Miss Julia Markle, home economics 
extension representative of Law­ 
rence county. Many good and me- 
dium-grade shirts have been sub­ 
mitted to a controlled shrinkage 
process. 
These shirts are usually 
cut a little larger than the stamped 
neck and sleeve size to allow for 
slight additional shrinkage, possibly 
2 per cent. After laundering, the 
measurement should be the same 
as the stamped size. 
The Federal Trade Commission 
recently ruled that terms like “full 
shrunk’’ and “pre-shrunk’’ shall net 
be used in describing or labeling 
any cotton material unless the fab­ 
ric will not shrink at all when 
laundered. 
If 
the 
material 
will 
shrink further, the label must tell 
how much. Terms like “pre-shrunk’’ 
may be used only if they are quali­ 
fied by an additional statement, 
such as “will not shrink more than 
.................per cent’.’ 
If a label says “full shrunk’’ w'ltn- 
out reference to any part of the* 
shirt, the term should refer to the 
entire garment. If the label sayo 
“coller linings pre-shrunk”. the body 
of the shirt has not necessarily been 
subjected to a shrinkage treatment. 
It may shrink badly.

Four Rail Systems 
Serve New Castle 


Some ypars ago it was proposed 
to establish four trunk systems of 
railroads 
in 
the 
eastern 
United 
States. The four would have been 
the Pennsylvania, the Baltimore and 
Ohio, the New York Central and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio. Had this been 
done New Castle Vould have had 
the distinction o! being one of the 
relatively few cities into which all 
four of the trunk» operated. 
Here axe found the first three 
roads mentioned, and the Chesa­ 
peake and Ohio would have been in 
on the Erie trackage as that road 
would have been part of the C&O. 
The plan never went through and 
is only mentioned to show the im­ 
portance of New Castle as a rail­ 
road center. In addition the Buifalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburgh came into 
New Castle but a few years ago was 
absorbed by the Baltimore and Ohio. 
Back To War 
The history of the Pennsylvania 
in New Castle dates back to the 
Civil War with the incorporation of 
the New Castle and Beaver Valiev 
Railroad Company on February 6, 
3862. On October 3, 1863 the road 
from New Castle to Homewood was 
opened 
amid speech-making 
and 
celebration. From that tiny begin­ 
ning the vast network of Pennsyl­ 
vania lines in this district spread 
and for many years they have been 
known as the Erie and Ashtabula 
division. 
The 
road 
from 
Girard 
Junction to New Castle now known 
to Pennsy men as the E&P, later the 
Lawrence Railroad from Lawrence 
Junction to Youngstown, and later 
the New Castle and Franklin, (the 
WNY&Pt. The Erie and Ashtabula 
division radiates out from New Cas­ 
tle to Erie, to Stoneboro. to Akhta- 
bula and to Kenwood. The division 
offices 
were 
once 
at 
Lawrence 
Junction but since 1900 have been 
at the west side station. 
Yard crews and ro2d crews live in 
New Castle and operate from here. 
Backing the train and engine crews 
is a fine group of maintenance men, 
signal men. repair men and clerks. 
On the southern fringe of New Cas­ 
tle are located the car repair shops. 
Here are facilities for rebuilding 15 
freight cars per day. Light running 
repairs are made to loaded cars at 
the shops, and the engine house 
services engines used in the New 
Castle and Sharon districts. 
Pennsylvania men boast of their 
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railroad and its service New Castle 
joins 
in 
those 
boasts 
for 
the 
Pennsy“ has been a definite part 
of the eccnomic life of New Castle 
lor many years. M. W. Clements is 
the president of the Pennsylvania 
but E&A men “knew him when." 
The Erie & Ashtabula division is 
headed by J. E. Vandling as super­ 
intendent and although compara­ 
tively a new-comer to New Castle he 
has already gotten into the spirit 
of the E. & A. 
He follows in the 
train of some outstanding railroad- 
( rs for the E. & A. has always been 
known as a division where real rail­ 
roaders were developed. 
B Sc O A Pioneer 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
proudly claims a link with the Dec­ 
laration 
of 
Independence. 
James 
Carroll who laid the first stone in 
the beginning of the B&O in 1827 
was a signer of the Declaration. 
Pennsylvania confirmed the charter 
of the B&O in 1828. 
The early days of the B&O were 
for the most part in the east but 
soon trackage was either built or 
acquired on the west side of the Al­ 
leghenies. Perhaps you remember 
the old Pittsburgh and 
Western 
which Is now the B&O in this dis­ 
trict, 
Pioneers in every sense of the 
word the B&O has pioneered in 
many ways. It was the first railroad 
to use an electric motor on rails in 
1851 and first to use sleeping cars 
on through service in 1859. It pio­ 
neered the rvay in air conditioned 
cars and today is using Diesel en­ 
gines in hauling its crack passenger 
trains. 
However, with all the glorious his­ 
tory of the B&O as a national unit, 
we are more concerned with it as a 
part of New Castle’s economic life 
and it is an im portant one. 
Its shops at New Castle Junction 
are models of railroad efficiency. 
Here the huge “hogs” that speed 
the freight over the rails are repair­ 
ed, here the sleek passenger engines 
are overhauled for service between 
Chicago and Washington. 
New Castle Junction is an import­ 
ant part of the B&O. Passenger trains 
leaving Chicago change engines at 
New Castle junction eastbound and 
from Washington to Chicago west­ 
bound. Eetween midnight and one 
o'clock you may have heard a hoarse 
| deep throated whistle sounding south 
of New Castle. That is the Capitol 
| Limited, pride of the B&O heading 
e ther east or west for the two pass 
| each other not far from the citv 
| limits. 
Heading the Baltimore and Ohio 
is the grand old man of the rails 
1 Daniel Willard. He is the head of a 
transportation empire and the hun­ 
dreds of his empire who call New' 
j Castle home proudly acclaims his 
leadership. 
Boxes Of Dollars 
! 
Back of the Pittsburgh and Lake 


j Erie is an interesting story of how 
| funds were raised. Money was need­ 
ed and Jacob Henrici, trustee of the 


Harmony Society had boxes of silver 
dollars brought in to the Mononge- 
hela House in Pittsburgh where the 
organization was being completed. 
Known as the Little Giant the 
P&LE was begun in 1877 and the 
line from Pittsburgh to New Castle 
and YoungstowTi was finished in 
1879. Today it is a part of the New 
York Central and connects New­ 
castle with the markets of the 
world. 
The shops are located at New Cas­ 
tle Junction where the equipment 
is serviced. 
While its trackage is not as ex­ 
tensive in the New Castle district 
as the other three roads, the Erie 
railroad performs a valuable serv­ 
ice in that it links New’ Castle with 
the outside world in places the other 
roads do not reach. 
The road was chartered April 24. 
1832, under President Andrew Jack­ 
son. 
For a time construction was 
held up. June 30, 1841. was the day 
the first train load of passengers 
vas hauled 
with 
the locomotive 
“Eleazar Lord” hauling the train 
from Piermont to Ramapo, N. Y. 
Locally the New Castle branch of 
the Erie railroad was chartered May 
3, 1887, and opened in 1889. 
The 
road was along the canal route and 
was owned by the New' York, Penn­ 
sylvania & Northern Ohio railroad, 
as Western Railroad, 
Sharpsville 
branch.

As Pioneer Week comes to a close, 
tangible evidences of the spirit en­ 
gendered by the week’s activities 
are being seen.

German Planes And Dis­ 
abled Another 


(International N ew s Service) 
LONDON, March 30.—Two Ger­ 
man Messerschmitt planes were shot 
down in flames and a Domier 17— 
the so-called German “flying pencil” 
—was disabled in two air fights with 
British squadrons near the western 
front, the air ministry claimed to­ 
day. 
A communique said: 
“Yesterday fighter patrols of the 
royal air force engaged a strong 
formation of enemy aircraft which 
crossed the lines near Metz. 
“As a result of the action the en­ 
emy was driven back into its own 
territory. 
“One Messerschmitt 109 and one 
Messerschmitt 110 were shot down 
in flames. 
“A Domier 17, while on recon­ 
naissance was intercepted and at­ 
tacked by another of our patrols. 
When last seen it was diving steeply 
through low clouds over Germany 
with one engine disabled.”

If this 
curve isn’t there, then you can be 
pretty sure that your child has flat 
feet and you’d better get your doc­ 
tor’s advice on what to do right 
away. 
Remember too, that flat feet are 
normal in a newborn baby. The arch 
is present in the foot, but it is filled 
in with a pad of fat which gives 
the foot a smooth, flat outline. But 
in a few months, exercise takes this 
pad of fat away, and then a print 
of the foot should show the normal 
curve. 
Knock knees, or bowed legs should 
be looked into right away. They 
aren’t a sign that the child is walk­ 
ing too young. I know that this is 
an old belief, but it isn’t true. Often 
they are a symptom of rickets. In 
any case they require a doctor s at­ 
tention for if they aren’t caused by 
a foot condition, then they will 
nearly always result in one. I 
Another important indication of 
the condition of the feet will be 
found in a child’s worn shoes. If 
they are worn down badly on the 
outside, then you may suspect a 
tendency to bowed legs even though 
there is no noticeable curve in the 
legs as yet. If the wear is predom­ 
inately on the inner side of the shoe 
you can suspect knock knees. 
When the Quintuplets first start­ 
ed walking, we watched their shoes 
all the time for signs of defects in 
their feet. Their shoes were given

to expert fitters to study and from 
them we got the best advice on the 
children’s feet. I must admit that 
I never was a specialist on feet, but 
I learned a great deal through the 
Quintuplets. I had always known 
that a shoe should not need to be 
broken in, but I learned many other 
things too from the men who fitted 
the Quins feet. 
Every now and then a parent 
should inspect a child’s foot to 
watch for such danger signals as in- 
turning great toe, stiff toes, ham­ 
mer toes, ingrowing toe nails. Any 
of these abnormalities are usually 
a sign of ill fitting shoes. Whatever 
you do don’t let your child’s feet 
go just because he doesn’t complain 
that his feet hurt. 
People in rural sections will have 
more difficulty getting good fitting 
shoes than those in cities. However, 
this in a way is balanced by the 
fact that country kids go in their 
bare feet part of the year and dur­ 
ing those months, feet get a chance 
to grow the way God intended they 
should. 
I remember that as a child, we 
could hardly wait until it was warm 
enough to take off the shoes and 
stockings and go barefoot. That first 
time when you put your feet in the 
mud 
and 
felt 
it 
squeezing 
up 
through your toes was the thrill of 
the year. It just seemed to cure your 
feet of all ills they picked up during 


j the winter. 
In my earlier days in the north, 
I often ran across families of 16 or 
17 children where they couldn’t af­ 
ford to buy shoes for them all, so 
some could only go to school in the 
summer. 
I’ve seen some of these children 
run out into the snow in their bare 
feet. They never seemed to suffer 
any bad effects from it and I used 
to marvel at it. However, I under­ 
stand that Finlanders go from their 
steam baths out into the snow and 
roll in it and it certainly seems to 
make them hardy and healthy. Per­ 
haps it did the same for those poor 
children who had no Shoes.

County Solicitor William McEl- 
wee. Jr..‘acting for the county board 
of elections has filed a motion to s 
quash the recent decision of Judge 
W. Walter Braham which granted a 
peremptory mandamus against th e . 
board in the matter of party offices ! 
to be filled by the Democratic party 
in April. 
The madamus orders the board to 
accept the certification of County 
Chairman John B. Shaw which pro­ 
vides that only county committee 
men and a state committee member 
are to be elected. Prior to that the 
board had accepted an additional 
certification of George McWherter 
of Greensburg, a special chairman 
of a meeting of the Democratic 
county committee which called for 
the election of a chairman by popu­ 
lar ballot. 
In his motion to quash Mr. Mc- 
Elwee argues that the court erred in 
entering a final judgment at one 
and the same time when the court's 
finding of fact and conclusions of 
law was filed, the same being in 
violation of Section 2, Act of April 
22. 1874. 
He also argues that the court er­ 
red in directing a writ of peremp­ 
tory mandamus to issue before a 
final judgment could be entered on 
the court’s finding of fact and con­ 
clusions of law. 
It Is expected that Judge Bra­ 
ham will hear the motion when he 
returns from Florida, possibly next 
Monday morning. 


Common pleas court begins Mon­ 
day morning, April 1, which isn’t 
an April fool joke by the way. There 
are a number of important civil suits 
on the calendar to be heard and it 
is likely that the session will last 
two weeks with a possibility of a 
third week. 
Before the Boyles property was 
taken over by the county commis­ 
sioners for county purposes, cars of 
court house attaches, visitors, wit­ 
nesses, jurors and the like weve 
parked on Court street and Milton 
street. The new property affords a 
large parking ground but even this 
is crowded. When the workmen get 
through with the cleaning up job 
on the outside of the new wing there 
will be some additional room for 
parking cars. 


A rather unusual case has been 
filed with the prothonotary and 
clerk of courts. Charles Turner of 
Ellwood City, a barber for more 
than 20 years has filed an appeal 
from an ordinance passed by the 
boro council which calls for the clos­ 
ing of barber shops at noon Wed­ 
nesday and six o’clock in the eve­ 
ning. 
Mr. Turner appeals the ordinance 
on the grounds that it violates sec­ 
tion one of the 14th amendment in 
that it abridges the privileges and 
immunities of the complainant and 
deprives him of life, liberty and 


property without due process of law. 
Further he avers that it violates 
section one article one of the Penn­ 
sylvania constitution and that it Is 
an attempt by the legislature to 
delegate its authority. 
Under an act of 1937 the General 
Assembly gave the right to cities 
and boros to pass ordinances setting 
the time of closing for barber shops. 
A number of cities and boros have | 
done so and cases have been car- 1 
ried to the courts. In some courts j 
the ordinances have been held good, 
in others they were thrown out. The 
act purportedly is a health meas­ 
ure. 
| 
One arrest was made in New Cas­ 
tle under the city ordinance and 
the fine upheld by the Lawrence 
County court. The case was never 
carried to the supreme court, nor 
has any decision ever come down j 
from the supreme court on the is­ 
sue. 


Permission to rc-open a judgment 
has been granted by Judge Thomas 
W. Dickey in the case of George R. 
Nagel against George T. Griffith 
The case is one in which Griffith 
has a lease on some coal property 
in Perry township An amicable ac­ 
tion was filed 
against him and 
granted 
and 
an 
ejectment 
also 
granted. This he has asked to be 
re-opened so that an issue may be 
framed.

Down at New Castle Junction 
stands a plant that is one of the 
outstanding examples of P10™0™13 
here, the Universal Sanitary Manu­ 
facturing C om pany, maker of san­ 
itary ware that is 
e[L 
tire United States. The plant, its 
production and its quality of ware 
are all a monument to one¡ of the 
industrial pioneers 
of 
this 
cit>, 
Charles J. Kirk. 
Back in 1901, Mr. Kirk conceived 
the idea of manufacturing sanitary 
ware here and his enthusiasm tor 
toe Idea sold it U> a group of other 
prominent citizens. 
None of them 
were sure the idea would succeed, 
there was no guarantee they would 
get any return on their money, but 
they had the spirit of the pioneer, 
the willingness to take a chance. 
At that time sanitary w are was 
manufactured by pressing plastic 
clay between molds which was not 
much of an improvement over the 
method used by the ancients when 
the potter used to thump his clay 
into shape and dry it in the sun. 
Thirty employes w e r e 
hired 
the 
plant was started and the Universal 
Sanitary Manufacturing 
Company 
was on its way. 
Seeks New Way 
By 1907, Mr. Kirk was sure there 
was a better way of making ware 
and he experimented with different 
Ideas. Could the ware be cast? It 
was an idea, another pioneering 
and it was tried, and late in 1907 
Universal was using it successfully. 
Clays, flints and spars were mixed 
by the ton into slip form, 
from 
which it was poured into molds oi 
closet tanks, lavatories and bowls. 
The ware after coming from 
the 
molds would be green and was set 
aside for ten days to dry, after 
which it was placed in the round or 
biscuit kiln for first firing which 
took seven days. From here it was 
dipped in glaze dried 
and 
fired 
again which took 
another 
seven 
days. It was necessary to figure 
twenty four days before the ware 
was ready to ship. At this time the 
plant employed forty men and the 
square feet space had gone up from 
50,000 to 91,181. The capacity was 
840 pieces of ware per week. 
In 1912 a fire razed the plant and 
men of less hardy souls might have 
given up in despair but not Mr. Kirk 
and his associates. The plant was 
rebuilt and with the rebuilding an 
idea was taking form in the minds 
of Mr. Kirk and Walter Kupfer. 
Why not fire the ware in a tunnel 
kiln, similar to a kiln which had 
Just been put into operation in Eng­ 
land for china? 
Install Kiln 
The Dressier people were engaged 
to come to New Castle and construct 
a tunnel kiln. If it worked it would 
save fuel and speed the time 
of 
firing. 
The round 
kilns 
wasted 
about 97 percent of their fuel, and 
only about 3 per cent went into 
heat. 
Again the pioneer spirit succeed­ 
ed and the tunnel kiln was put into 
operation, revolutionizing the indus­ 
try in the United States. The new 
kiln cut the production time for 
ware down to thirteen days, almost 
half of what it had taken. 
Again in 1922 the humidity dry­ 
er was conceived and put into oper­ 
ation and this cut the production 
time down about fifty percent and 
by so doing made it possible to in­ 
crease the output. In 1924 matched 
designs in sanitary w a r e were 
brought out to bring uniformity to 
the American bathroom and in 1926 
an innovation was introduced which 
first drew ridicule, then attention, 
and then imitation. It was colored 
ware. 
Up to then you could have your 
choice of bathroom ware just so 
you *ook white. 
Universal decided 
a litUe color would tone up 
the 
Ameilcan bathroom and introduced 
warenn a number of colors. Sales 
doubled, the idea was copied and 
the idea that was ridiculed 
was 
haled as a long step forward. 
In 1927 the tunnel kiln was en­ 


larged and modernized 
and 
one 
fired ware was introduced. It was 
impervious to acid, would not stain, 
check or craze. In 1932 the com­ 
bination tank and closet combined 
was introduced. This made it pos­ 
sible to produce ware in quantities 
and keep the cost down. In 1938 
a smaller pottery was acquired in 
Camden, N. J. 
Employs 235 
Today the plant that started with 
thirty employes in 1901 employs 235, 
and the square space of the plant 
has increased to 150,000. The plant 
has increased its production to the 
point where it now turns out in a 
day what once took a week to pro­ 
duce. 
The tunnel kiln consumes 
32,000 cubic feet of gas per day as 
compared to the four round kilns 
which ate thousands of tons of coal 
in a year’s time. 
Charles J. Kirk has joined those 
pioneers who have passed to their 
reward. But his aggressive attitude, 
his hunger for new ideas, his will­ 
ingness to take a chance and his 
everlasting faith in his business and 
his community still mark the young­ 
er men who now handle the affairs 
of the Universal Sanitary Manufac­ 
turing Company. 
The present officers are President 
W. Keith McAfee, 
Vice President 
and Treasurer C. M. Whittaker, 
Secretary Ray G. Carruthers, As­ 
sistant Secretary E. E. Whittaker, 
Factory Manager Henry J. Matiste. 
A pioneer? The Universal was a

to retail trade but turns out 1000 
loaves of bread per week, 300 pies 
and cakes, uses six barrels of flour, 
200 pounds sugar, 50 pounds salt, 
200 pounds lard, 24 pounds yeast. 
In the summer 100 gallons of ice 
cream per week are made. 
Alpern and Katz was founded in 
1921 by Percy Alpern and Abraham 
Katz, being located on East long 
avenue. Twelve men are employed, 
the comDany doing both wholesale 
and retail business. In a week they 
turn out 3000 loaves of white bread, 
2400 loaves rye bread, 35 dozen pas­ 
tries, 220 dozen cakes, and 480 dozen 
rolls. They use about 40 barrels of 
flour, 1 barrel of salt, 145 pounds of 
yeast, 120 pounds of cake flour and 
4 cases of eggs. 
There are two other outstanding 
bakeries here Gustave’s on 
East 
Washington street and the Danish 
Pastry on North Mill street. They 
have gone beyond Just making bread 
and rolls and specialize 
in 
high 
grade pastries, pies, cookies, 
and 
specialties of all kinds. 
The above list doesn’t show all the 
bread used in New Castle but it 
gives you some idea of what is turn­ 
ed out here. And all of it good.

Real Pioneer Here 


In the roster of pioneer industries 
the printing industry insist« upon a 
place for it goes back to the fif­ 
teenth century when Johann Guten­ 
berg discovered 
that 
by 
carving 
m'ooden characters 
and 
smearing 
them with ink he could reproduce 
the 
characters 
upon 
vellum 
or 
parchment. 
Prior to that the an­ 
cient Assyrians and the Chinese are 
«aid to have had seme form 
of 
printing but the record is not too 
clear. 
Since Gutenberg he art of print­ 
ing has developed and 
improved 
and today you carJread and write 
largely because of I his 
discovery. 
The introduction of electricity 
to 
printing presses, the linotype m a­ 
chine, the.se two things are l a t e ­ 
ly responsible for the speed with 
which newspapers are printed 
to­ 
day. 
The first newspaper in New Cas­ 
tle 
was 
the New Castle Register, 
published in a log cabin on North 
street in 1826. In 1834 the New Cas­ 
tle Intelligencer was started by John 
W. Cunningham. In 1837 the West­ 
ern Sentinel was published for 
a 
short time by O. C. Lockhart and 
from December 1838 to 1839 no pa­ 
per was published. 
Prom 1841 on 
there were a 
number 
of 
papers 
started, some of them organs of 
political parties among them the 
Whigs and the Democrats. 
Among 
the papers were The New CAstle 
Gazette. 
New 
Castle 
Democrat, 
Lawrence Journal, the Dew Drop, 
the Courant-Guardian, the Soldiers’ 
Bulletin, the Lawrence Guardian, 
the New Castle Herald. 
In 1880 George E. Treadwell, 
a 
Civil War veteran |n d a graduate 
of Yale University parted the New 
Castle News with a :group of print­ 
ers joining him in the venture. 
A 
weekly was run in conjunction with 
the daily. 
In 1882 a young farmer 
lad, Fred L. Rentz was given a job 
as a printers’ "devil” and a short 
time later began learning his trade 
as a compositor. His trade learned 
he worked at it until he was made 
foreman and in 1896 became the 
plant manager and part owner. In 
1924 he was made president which 
post he holds today. 
In 1923 The News moved into its 
present 
home on 
North 
Mercer 
street, 
a 
modern, 
well equipped 
newspaper plant, publishing 
daily 
except Sunday. 
Mr. Rentz’ son, J. 
P. Rentz is the general manager of 
The News today, and his son, Rich­ 
ard E. Rentz, is a member of the 
advertising staff. 
Thus three gen­ 
erations of the Rentz family are ac­ 
tively engaged in the publishing of 
the New Castle News. Seventy peo­ 
ple are employed, not counting car­ 
riers and part time correspondents. 
While The News is the only news­ 
paper published in New Castle there 
are a number of 
competent 
job 
pointing offices. 
Oldest of these is 
the Miller, Pyle and Street Com­ 
pany. founded in 1873 by Cornelius 
J. Miller and William B. Thomas. 
Later George R. Graham entered 
the firm along with William H. Van 
Oorder who sold his interest later 
to Norris D. Pyle. 
In 1910 George 
R. Graham retired and his interests 
was taken bv Albert Street. 
Re­ 
cently Mr. Pyle died and Mr. Street 
is nowf the sole owner of the firm. 
In 1890, the present Brindle Print­ 
ing Company was established by 
James and Dave Warnock, but in 
1896 Edward Brindle bought an in­ 
terest in the firm, the name then 
being Warnock-Brindle 
Company. 
E. R. Kingsley entered the firm in 
1901 purchasing the Warnock inter­ 
ests with Mr. Brindle, 


In 1898 the 
Leathers 
Printing 
Company was established by 
John 
Leathers who 
still 
conducts 
the 
business. 
In 1910 Henry G. Eise started 
a 
! printing company and is still oper- 
| ating the company himself. 
In 1921 the New Castle Printing 
Company was established and since 
then has been under several man­ 
agements. The present officers are 
R. D. Love, president, George Rich­ 
ardson, secretary and treasurer and 
Carl A. Anderson, manager. 
In 1932 the Commercial Printing 
Company was established by F. C. 
Clobus. 
The company does a wide 
variety of job printing work. 
In 1938 the newest printing firm 
of the city opened, The Universal. 
Two young men, Paul J. Rinker and 
Linden "Undy” Bruce started the 
business and are conducting it to­ 
day. 
There are a number of other in­ 
dustries that have not 
yet 
been 
given any attention in the articles 
published on industries in New Cas­ 
tle and environs, and while they 
have no kinship with the 
printing 
industry they are included in this 
article because of the 
time 
and 
space element. 
The Shaw Perkins Manufacturing 
Company of West Pittsburg was 
first 
established 
in 
1900 as the 
Pressed Radiator Company of Amer­ 
ica but In 1911 the present firm 
name was adopted. 
The company 
manufactures high grade patented 
radiators. Since 1914 they have been 
making transformer radiators and 
a high conduction radiator which is 
used extensively by the shipping in­ 
dustry on both sea coasts. 
An in 
dustrial radiator manufactured by 
them is being used extensively in 
hotels and at the present time the 
company is experimenting upon 
new type of radiator which is ex­ 
pected to reach production before 
long. Sixty men are employed with 
H. W. Rinearson as president and 
plant manager and George Truby as 
superintendent. 
Prom radiators we get over 
to 
pumps, those of the Daniel Murphy 
Machine 
Company. 
Mr. 
Murphy 
started doing general machine work 
in 1916 which consisted 
of 
doing 
plant maintenance work for local 
industries. In 1928 he conceived the 
idea of manufacturing water pumps 
and by 1935 had developed a com­ 
plete line of new type pumps. 
Today he is manufacturing nine 
different types of pumps, for a va­ 
riety of purposes, 
home 
system 
pumps, 
shallow 
and 
d e e p well 
pumps, sump 
pumps, 
centrifugal 
pumps, 
sludge 
and 
pottery 
slip 
pumps, check valves, 
foot 
valves 
and cylinders. 
Printing, radiators and pumps and 
finally coal 
While there are scores 
of small coal mines in the county 
the two largest companies are 
the 
Vance Company of Wampum and 
the Boyles Coal and Supply Com­ 
pany. 
The Vance Company is owned by 
J. H. Johnston with 125 employes 
working with him. 
About 
15.000 
tons of coal per month are pro­ 
duced. 
The Boyles Coal and Supply Com­ 
pany is operated by E. Norris Boyles 
who started in 1920 with one truck. 
In 1926 the firm became Boyles and 
MiLsom but the partnership was dis­ 
solved in 1935 and Mr. Boyles re­ 
sumed the operation of the business 
alone. Today he has 35 men work­ 
ing for him, operates 14 trucks and 
in 1939 produced about 60,000 tons 
of coal.

Ceramic Industries 
Important Factors 


Perhaps you never heard of tailor 
made special refractories shapes. 
As a matter of fact you may not 
know what refractory shapes are at 
all, but just to start you off it may 
interest you to know that the lar­ 
gest 
specialty 
refractory 
.shapes 
plant in the United States is located 
in New’ Castle, the New Castle Re­ 
fractories company. 
R e f r a c t o r y shapes are those 
shapes which are used to support 
ware of all kinds in tunnel kilns. A 
common name is sagger but the 
term sagger is not all inclusive in- 
*ofar as the products of the local 
plant are concerned. 
Every shape 
manufactured there is ordered spe­ 
cially. there are no standard jobs 
turned out in mass production all 
of it requires artistry and crafts­ 
manship of a highly specialized or­ 
der. 
Some of the names of the 
product may stop 5’ou for a moment 
but here they are: Silicon carbides, 
andalusite, mullite and a number of 
others. 
Fire clay is an important 
product of the plant. 
Special Clay» 
Their manufacture requires spe­ 
cial clays from such places as Ken­ 
tucky, Tennessee, Georgia, Florida. 
California, 
and 
a 
considerable 
amount is imported from England. 
The shapes are used in the sani­ 
tary pottery trade, in hotel and din­ 
ner ware china, the glass industry, 
tile industry and other phases of the 
ceramic art. The shapes are known 
as kiln furniture. 
When the tunnel kiln was intro­ 
duced into the potter’s industry, the 
need for refractory shapes imme­ 
diately became apparent. 
In 1918 
the New Castle Refractories com­ 
pany was established here and im­ 
mediately attracted orders from the 
pottery and glass industry in the 
United States. Canada and Mexico 
As the field for the products of 
such a company expanded plants 
were either absorbed or started in 
other localities. There is a plant in 
New Galillee, one in Newell, W. Va , 
one in Massillon, O., and one in 
Zoar, O., all of them a part of the 
New’ Castle Refractories company. 
Fire brick, hot tops and a dozen 
other lines make up the entire out­ 
put of all the plants, in addition 
to the specialty refractories shapes 
made here. 
Because the work is a specialty, 
and calls for materials brought from 
a distance, the plant has need for

ready market. 
About 110 men are 
employed in the plant. 
Other Branches 
There are other branches of the 
ceramic 
industry 
in 
the 
county 
which get their raw materials right 
here. 
At Bessemer is the Metro­ 
politan Paving Brick company, the 
largest paving brick plant in the 
world. 
Roy Wallis is the superin­ 
tendent of the company. 
The plant has a capacity of over 
100,000 bricks daily, and. just a few 
days ago an order for 6,000,000 
bricks was received from the Pitts­ 
burgh 
Housing 
Authority. 
The 
plant was built in 1907, but doubled 
in 1914. It took nature millions of 
years to produce the blue shale used 
for the manufacture of the bricks 
but it takes the Metropolitan an 
amazingly short time to turn it out 
into bricks used all over this part 
of the United States. 
Another brick plant that turns 
out brick in huge quantities is the 
Pearson Brick company with a plant 
at Volant. 
In 1910 S. D. Pearson 
started the plant and today it is 
a well established industry. 
It re­ 
cently shipped 100 car loads of brick 
to the Pittsburgh Housing Author­ 
ity. 
All come in under the tent labelled 
Modern Pioneers and all are import­ 
ant links in the economic chain 
that is New Castle and Lawrence 
county.

Adds Made Here 


Plants Are Important Fac­ 
tor In Many Lines Of Ac- 
tivity In Nation

Twenty »two years ago n itro-giy- 
cerine w as one of the elem ents of 
T N. T and T, N T. w as coupled 
with high explosives on the w estern 
front. 
In those days it w as used to 
destroy

glycerine Is an agen t of progress. 
Now it is used not for leth al w eapons 
but for the levelling of obstructions 
tthirh stan d in the way of progress. 
During the World war the Burton 
Powder company was engaged In the 
manufacture of the implement« of 
war. When the war ended it sagged 
for a number of years but in 1931 
the Burton Powder company saw a 
rebirth and explosives for commer 
cial uses were manufactured. 
8everal 
years ago the 
Burton 
Powder company was taken over by 
a national concern, the American Cy- 
animid Corporation of New York 
City. 
Nitro-glycerine is still made 
out at the plant but today it is 
made for farmers who wish to blow 
stumps out, contractors who wish to 
level hump« or break down rock 
formations. 
Paul 
Forcey 
is 
the 
manager of the local plant of the 
American Cyanmhd corporation and 
the same kind of stuff that was used 
to destroy men is used today to de­ 
stroy obstacles in the way of mod­ 
ern progress. 
DuPont Company 
Just beyond the city limits of Newr 
Castle, out Grant street way, is the 
Grasselli Chemical .unit of the E. I. 
Dupont De Nemours company. Back 
in 1910 it was started a« the G ras­ 
selli Chemical company and the 
main product of the company was 
sulphuric acid. It still is the main 
product of the company and in the 
production of sulphuric acid, 60,000 
tons of sulphur and zinc are used 
each year. 
The company manu­ 
factures about 54.000 tons of sul­ 
phuric acid and zinc oxides in a year 
and these are shipped to points in 
western Pennsylvania, eastern Ohio 
and West Virginia. 
New Castle is 
an ideal center for the operation. 
Getting away from explosives and 
cfds for a moment, let’s turn to 
verti-clips. razor blade knives and 
razor blade scrapers. They are man­ 
ufactured here in LawTence county 
bj the A. Fricker company, an in­ 
dustrial baby but doing right well. 
The company is owned by Clarence 
Kimmel and A. C. Foringer who own 
patents on the articles they manu­ 
facture. 
Anthony Fricker. the patentee of 
the patents used by the Fricker com­ 
pany. was the inventor of the bobby* 
pin. and you can ask your wife about 
that. 
The plant, located just out­ 
side New Castle, is engaged in turn­ 
ing out clips and clasps and each j 
month sees an increase in the or­ 
ders. 
Forge Company 
A little over two years ago the 
Magill Forge company was started 
on locust street. Russell and Ful­ 
ton Magill, brothers, started a forge, 
turning out wrought iron railings, 
fire 
tools, 
andirons, 
and 
other 
wrought iron products. Their work 
i; artistic, and as the months have 
gone on their product has attract­ 
ed attention beyond the confines of 
New' Castle. 
Another modem pioneer is Mike 
Pollio, 
located 
on 
Cedar 
street. 
About a year ago Mike Pollio decid­ 
ed he would turn his bent for mak­ 
ing modem furniture into a busi­ 
ness and the Pollio Manufacturing 
company is the result. 
He manu- 
facturs modem furniture, the kind 
you see in pictures of swanky night 
rulbs or beach clubs. In and around 
New Castle you will find Pollio fur­ 
niture in living rooms and on lawns. 
Today there are three men working 
for Mr. Pollio. Five years from now 
there will be a lot more if this writer 
is any Judge.

Later years brought 
electric welding and silk substitutes 
which closed two of the plants. The 
rivet and bolt plant was taken over 
for the conduit business and the silk 
mill now houses the Keystone Fur­ 
niture company.

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Cement Industry 
Is Pioneer Here 


Limestone In Abundance In 
Lawrence County Makes 
Industry Possible 


BIO PLANTS ARE 
LOCATED HERE 


When the earth emerged from 
the Great Pool, the recession of the 
waters left countless millions cf 
oysters, clams, limpets, mussels and 
the other mollusks hpih and dry. I 
For some reason they were gathered 
in tremendous piles in various part > 
of the earth and over the hundreds 
of centuries that passed they were 
joined together in a brittle mass. 
We know it as limestone and from 
limestone comes Portland cement, a 
product of Lawrence county. 
This county was one of the spots 
where the deposits of the mollusks 
were heaviest apparently 
From the 
seams in the strata it appears that 
there were at least onre after the 
first recession the waters rose again 
and later receded, leaving a fresh 
crop of mollusks to be pressed into 
limestone 
Made Of Shell 
When you drive your automobile 
over a concrete road you are liter­ 
ally driving over a bed of mollusks 
and if the cempnt happens to be 
Lehieh, Medusa of Bessemer you are 
driving over sem e of the finest Port­ 
land cement in the world. 
For in 
Lawrence county the limestone is 
the Vanport vein, conceded to be the 
highest quality 
Here then is a pioneer industry 
in Lawrence county for the orig­ 
inal materials go back to the begin­ 
ning of the world as we now know 
it. 
How many million is anybody's 
guess but the limestone was form­ 
ing before the carboniferous age, 
which was 25.000.000 or more years 
ago. 
The industries themselves are pio­ 
neers for as far back as 1877 when 
John K. Shinn and Brother? were 
making natural cement in Wam­ 
pum. The plant was known as the 
Wampum Cement company and was 
one of the earliest cement mills in 
the country. 
Later the Crescent Portland Ce­ 
ment company was organized under 


the leadership of D. M. Kirk and 
the most modern equipment possible 
was installed.

At present 
the plant is not operating but when 
in operation employes about 250 men 
under the superintendency of Wes­ 
ley Davy. 
Thousands of miles of 
road in Pennsylvania and adjoining 
states are made of Lehigh cement 
and much of the cement being used 
in the Grand Coulee dam is Lehigh, 
manufactured by a plant of the 
company in Washington. 
In the western end of the county 
is the Bessemer Limestone and Ce­ 
ment company, a successor of the 
Bessemer 
Limestone 
company, 
which started in 1877 
Nearly 300 
men are employed at the plant, and 
like the other two cement companies 
in the county, Bessemer is a high 
grade product. 
G. G. Treat is the president of the 
company and as one drives through 
the thriving boro of Bessemer the 
mills are easily seen from the high­ 
way. In addition to making cement 
the company turns out a huge ton­ 
nage of limestone for all purposes. 
The men who operate these ce­ 
ment companies have kept pace 
with the improvements of the years. 
They stand in the places of the 
■ pioneers who started the industries 
: and if the old timers could return 
| today and see the multiplicity of 
; uses to which cement Is put they 
j might agree that even their vision 
of future lues was not as far reach­ 
ing as they thought.
